OSHKOSH — More and 


more dairymen are ex- 
pressing concern about better 
care and management for 
baby calves. This is especially 
true during winter months, 
although health problems can 
occur anytime. It is safe to say 
that at least one out of every 10 
calves dies from scours before 
it is six months old. 


Improper nutrition, lack of 


sanitation, 
and 
poor 


management practices all can 


play a part in the cause of calf 
scours 
and 
respiratory 


problems. During the past 
several months farmers have 
discussed the use of individual 
calf stalls and we may see 
more of this in the future. 
Individual stalls will offer 
isolation, 
freedom 
from 


drafts, and a dryer bed, which 
all reflect a healthier calf. 


New individual calf stalls 


have been designed by the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
plans for them will be 
available before very long. 


For the past two years, our 


office 
has 
worked with 


vocational - agriculture de- 
partments to conduct a 
tractor and machinery safety 
course. An estimated 60

$268,088. Federal Public Law 
566 funds, used to aid small 
watershed construction, 
would pay $193,524, according 
to the investigation. The 
remainder of the funds would 
have to be raised at the local 
level, said Zucollo. 


The estimated cost includes 


the bill for new highway 
bridges along U.S. 10 east and 
west of Brillion and for a 
railroad bridge west of 
Brillion which crosses part of 
the Brillion Marsh.

Flood control structures will 


be constructed both north and 
east of the City of Brillion to 
contain excess waters.

Inefficiency, Indifference in County Welfare?

Charges of inefficiency, in- 


difference and understaffing 
were levied Thursday night by 
critics of the Outagamie County 
welfare system. 


Welfare officials, while rebut- 


ting some of the claims, said 
improvements are hi progress, 
and more changes are contem- 
plated. 


Three officials of the Outa- 


gamie County Department of 
Social Services, a former super- 
visor with the agency and a 
former welfare recipient dis- 
cussed welfare problems at the 
March meeting of the Outagam- 
ie County Democratic party. 


Daniel Verstegen. a former 


caseworker supervisor with the 
county agency, conceded that 
there have been some changes 
since the agency came under 
new leadership several months 
ago, but added, "You don't pull 
an agency out of the doldrums 


this agency was in within a few 
months." 


"New Agency in 2 Years" 
Ray Kaskey, who last Decem- 


ber was hired as deputy direct- 
or of social services, said, 
"Give us two years and! we'll 
have a complete new agency." 


Verstegen, who spent four 


years with the county agency, 
was critical of, several aspects 
of its operation, although he 
emphasized that his personal 
observations were meant to be 
constructive. 


He said the social services 


board, a five-member county 
'board unit that oversees the 
operation of the welfare agency, 
has been "sheltered and plied 
with biased information" that 
affected board decisions and 
services to the community. 


Verstegen said staff members 


were seldom involved in policy 
making in an advisory capacity. 
Instead, he explained, "Persons 
most distant from the client and 


community and their needs 
actually set policies and im- 
posed them." 


Complex Problems 


No master's degree social 


workers are employed by the 
agency now and the average 
experience level is six months 
to a year, Verstegen revealed. 
He outlined what he said are 
some of the complex problems 
facing a welfare service and 
added, "thrust into the middle 
of these very severe problems is 
someone who is learning the job 
and not even learning it under 
adequate supervision." 


Verstegen, who is a social 


worker with Cooperative Educa- 
tional Service Agency 9. also 
held that: Staff members of the 
county agency ha\re too little 
time to spend with clients, 
especially juveniles, the agency 
still is plagued by morale prob- 
lems which lead to inefficien- 
cies; and there are "no preven- 
tive services" being offered by 


the department. 


"Agencies such as guidance 


clinics and police departments 
tend to be overburdened be- 
cause they cannot depend on 
this department to meet the 
needs," he remarked. He said 
the agency cannot be permitted 
to "operate in a vacuum behind 
closed doors." 


Delores Seeley, a former wel- 


fare recipient who represented 
Concerned Outagamie Mothers, 
charged "Indiiifcrence rules our 
courts and our welfare adminis- 
tration." 


Much Criticism 


Mrs. Seeley was critical oi 


attorneys who, because they 
demand ''cash on the line." 
often force a woman seeking a 
divorce to turn to welfare 
before sfarting legal action. She 
criticized Outagamie C o u n t y 
Judge Urban Van Susteren for 
long postponements of non-sup- 
port cases and for dismissals of

smaller Concorde, The fact the Russians 
are 
putting out a 
model hardly 


proclaims them the leader in the 
aerospace field when only Americans 
have walked on the moon. 


To almost anyone not engaged in the 


SST project, it has been a ridiculous 
proposal from the very beginning. Not a 
single airline official has ever intimated 
that it could be self-supporting. The 
estimated 
losses 
have 
been 


monumental, even from those who 
wanted to build the plane. The en- 
vironmental question has not been 
sufficiently researched. A handful of 
people who might benefit from the SST 
are those who can practically buy their 
own jet airliners, except of course for 
those in the production of the product. 


But Mr. Nixon should not pick and 


choose which industries his Ad- 
ministration is going to support. After all 
he cracked down upon the construction 
business. He rejected a reasonable 
textile agreement with Japan. 


Whatever the reasons for Mr. Nixon's 


backing of the SST, its defeat in 
Congress must be largely attributed to 
Sen. William Proxmire, who recognized 
an issue that could be exploited. The 
world does not need the SST. We heartily 
commend those congressmen who voted 
against further public appropriations for 
it and the leaders in Congress who fought 
against it. 


We re Getting Out of Vietnam 


President Nixon has emphasized that 


there are three major elements which 


1 will determine how fast American troops 
;are withdrawn from Indochina. The 
Vietnamization program, the progress 
of the negotiations in Paris and the rate 
of withdrawal of the North Vietnamese 
from territory not their own have been 
the major requirements he has cited. 


But there are signs that a new 


element has been added — "imposed 
budget and manpower constraints 
largely determine redeployment," 
according to an official document 
prepared by the Military Assistance 
Command and the document goes on to 
say that "the size and timing of 
redeployments were no longer based 
polely on Vietaamization." 


It appears that officials in Vietnam 


are now getting the word that the United 
States is going, to get out almost 
regardless of former criteria or what 
happens in that country. This point of 
Iview may be based upon a disillusion as 
to the progress of the Vietnamization 
program although it seemed to be going 
ahead well at least until the Laotian 
operation. But it seems more likely that 
the major cause is a reconsideration of 
the political climate in the United States. 


Since the elections last fall it has been 


apparent that there has been a reap- 
praisal going on as far as political issues 
are concerned at the White House. Law 
and order turned out not to be very 
important to many voters, if only 


because riots and other violence had 
quieted down by last November. Voters 
were obviously far more influenced by 
the economic situation, the rise in 
unemployment and the cost of living. 
But they were also indicating that they 
approved of President Nixon's plans to 
get the majority of our troops out of 
Vietnam. This indication may be the 
major impetus to a Washington decision 
that, whatever happens in Vietnam and 
whatever have been previous official 
statements, that American troops are 
coming out. There may even be some 
pressure in the recognition of opposition 
— in fact apparently absolute refusal — 
of American troops to give complete 
support to the South Vietnamese, There 
have been no episodes that are actually 
insubordination but the lines are quite 
finely drawn. 


The official Washington stand on both 


the Cambodian and Laotian operations, 
as well as the American conduct of the 
war and our-withdrawal, has been that it 
is all a tremendous success. Actually we 
can not really expect any other opinion 
being officially expressed no matter how 
much it may run into conflict with the 
reports of newspapermen, increasingly 
restricted in the war zones and perhaps 
reacting to the restrictions with more 
critical comments. 


But it is increasingly apparent that 


the Nixon Administration means to get 
us out of Vietnam and whatever words it 
uses to ease the way we can blame upon 
political considerations. 


Children Being Exploited in Agriculture f 


The finding of a committee of the 


American 
Friends, 
a 
Quaker 


organization, that far too many small 
children are working under too strenous 
conditions in the field of agriculture 
definitely needs investigating. The 
committee's report was strong. It 
claimed that agriculture in general is 
"the third most hazardous industry in 
this country" and that current con- 
ditions today for children compare with 
"the sweatshop scene in 1938." 


Specifically 
mentioned were con- 


ditions in California, Maine, Oregon, 
Ohio and Washington. Children as young 
as six were found working and there was 
definite recruiting of youngsters from 8 
to 15 for farm work. 
. 
Obviously if working hours are long, 


pay minimal, conditions difficult as far 
as weather is concerned, there should be 
tougher regulations or more attention to 
enforcing restrictions. As the committee 
report said, "it should be intolerable for 
a sizeable segment of a major industry 
to depend on child labor for its survival. 
In America, in 1970, it is not only 
tolerated, it is encouraged." 


And yet we are not convinced that 


some types of farm work are necessarily 
bad for children. Any family with a 
home garden encourages the children to 
help in planting, weed pulling and 
harvesting the beans, carrots or lettuce. 
Children on farms traditionally have 
helped with the chores. There has been 
exploitation of migrant farm workers 
over the years when their children were 
expected to work with their parents in 
the fields and orchards. But in a way 
they were also contributing not only to 
the income of the family but to a sense of 
responsibility as far as the family was 
concerned. 


For too many a youngster there is no 


feeling of responsibility developed 
because he has nothing to contribute or 
at least he is led to believe this is so. 
Somehow we must work out a better 
pattern of child raising so that, while 
there is no exploitation, there is the 
requirement of cooperation and a 
partaking of family responsibilities that 
can later grow into community and 
national ones as well. Working in a 
garden under careful supervision or 
helping around the farm isn't really all 
that bad.

He also is chairman of 
the State Department of 
Veterans' Affairs, which is 
responsible for the operation 
of the ancient home which was 
taken over by the state many 
years ago after its original 
establishment by the veterans 
of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. (Chairman Rose's 
state office term expires 
soon.) 


Rose's action was as blunt 


as it was angry. He expressed 
what he called "shock and 
dismay" at the proposition 
that King should be "killed" 
as he put it; "as rapidly as 
present membership can be 
eliminated by attrition." 


As suggested here after the

Why No Social Taboo 
Against Killing?

What if, in the past the 


human race had conditioned 
its children against killing as 
rigorously as it conditioned 
them against sex? Until this 
modern age, the sex inhibition

Harris 


was fairly successful in 
keeping youngsters out of 
trouble, 
whatever 
other 


damage it happened to do. 


A social prohibition against 


killing would not do any other 
damage, and might have 
inhibited 
people 
from 


slaughtering one another 
through the generations. 
"Agressiveness," of course, 
will never be bred out of 
humans, but aggressiveness 
can stop quite short of killing. 


The main reason this has not 


been done — even though 
homicidal violence can be 
shown to be a far greater 
threat to our species than 
sexual permissiveness — is 
that the state has always 
needed its warriors. If men 
will not kill, but will instead 
peacefully try to adjust their 
differences by reason or by 
other contests of skill and 
strength, then the leaders 
have lost their prime power 
over the masses. 


The commandment "Thou 


shall not kill" has been in- 
terpreted in all Western 
countries to tailor Christianity 
to national goals, rather than 
to fit the country to thi 
religious model. Private 


citizens are not allowed to kill 
for private reasons; but as 
public soldiers, they are en- 
couraged to kill for "civic" 
reasons that are often just as 
evil. 


It is extraordinary that 


copulation, which is a life- 
giving and joyous activity, has 
been 
so 
hedged 
with 


restrictions, inhibitions and 
taboos; while killing, which 
goes against all divine, human 
and rational principles, has 
aways been rewarded with 
honors, rank, medals and 
supreme power by the state. 


The strength of "incest 


taboos" over the centuries, for 
instance, 
indicates 
how 


strongly the past can imprint 
repressions upon the young, if 
it sincerely believes them and 
carries them out effectively. A 
similar 
"killing 
taboo" 


against members of our own 
species could be equally 
exercised, were it not that the 
ruling caste of every social 
order is unwilling to do this for 
fear of losing its . ultimate 
authority of force. 


The state kills "enemies"; it 


kills "traitors"; it kills 
"revolutionaries"; it kills 
"criminals"; it even kills 
mere "undesirables." And it 
is 
rarely 
the populace 


themselves who decide who 
such enemies and traitors and 
revolutionaries and criminals 
and undesirables are; it is 
their leaders, who wish to 
preserve themselves in power 
by all means. 


If we were really serious 


about it, pur children could be 
so conditioned from birfh that 
taking another person's life 
would be an unimaginable 
horror that only the most 
demented or perverted could 
commit Instead, we breed a 
race of moral idiots who think 
it is glorious to do for the state 
what it it forbidden to do

The action came after dairy- 


men had protested an ejarUer 
decision by Hardin not to lift 
the parity price support from 81 
per cent levels. 


Dairy leaders had met Tues- 


day at the White House to 
explain their views. 


The new price levels will go 


into effect Thursday. 


The lift means a $48.6 million 


increase for Wisconsin's dairy- 
men, according to William Eck- 
les, general manager of Pure 
Milk P r o d u c t s Cooperative 
(PMPC) Fond du Lac. An 
estimated 18 billion pounds- of 


milk is produced in the state by 
59,500 dairy farmers. Nationally 
the 27-cent rise could put $297 
million into dairy fanners pock- 
ets. 


•Nearly half of the benefits 
anticipated by Wisconsin dairy- 
men will be reaped within the 
next four month period, accord- 
ing to Art Miller, economist for 
the Fond du Lac cooperative. 


Normally milk prices decline 


as the flow of milk increases in 
flush p r o d u c t i o n months of 
April, May, June and July. This 
year the $4.93 price support 
level will mean prices will not 
slide much below present levels. 


"I think 1hat this means that 


we've got a wedge stuck trader 
the prices that will keep them 
from slipping seasonally," said 
Miller. 


Last year prices, dropped an 


estimated 20 cents per hundred- 
weight during peak production 
months, according to Miller. 


The price support increase 


will bolster the Wisconsin-Min- 
nesota pricing series for manu- 
facturing grade milk which is 
used as the basic indicator of 
milk prices on federal market- 
ing orders throughout the na- 
tion, according to Miller. 


Milk sold in Chicago for 


bottling is priced at $1.26 per 
hundredweight more than the 
manufacturing grade price for 
the preceding months. As the 
manufacturing grade milk price 
rises so will the cost for bottling 
milk. 


Cheese, dried milk powder 


and butter prices also will rise 
but individual levels have not 
yet been calculated.

The province also boasts 


some fine restaurants where 
for a reasonable sum you can 
buy a Selectable meal and 
wash it down with one of the 
fine Alsatian wines. And the 
wines of Alsace are truly 
beautiful, from the smooth 
white R i e s l i n g s and Tra- 
miners to the Sylvaners and 
Gewurztraminers. 


Alsace and neighboring Lor- 


raine have often come under 
German domination over the 
years. This is reflected in 
their hearty German cooking, 
particularly in Alsace whose 
chefs perform feats of magic 
With sausages and sauerkraut. 


Dairy Country 


'The flatlands of Lorraine 
rise gently into the high 
farmlands of Alsace whose 
soil is considered by many to 


be the most fertile in all of 
France. 


It is" true dairy country with 


its crusty breads, its crois- 
sants covered with coarse 
sugar and its creamy munster 
cheese. 


A good way to visit Alsace 


is to fly to Strasbourg and 
•then drive by rented car down 
to Colmar. South from Stras- 
bourg off the Route Nationale 
onto the winding Route des 
Vins and you are journeying 
back into the 14th century. 


In the crisp days of autumn 


when the grape harvest is in 
full swing, university students, 
and wine lovers often work 
their way through the lush 
Alsatian vineyards helping the 
crew picking the grapes. 


Wine is the principal pre- 


occupation of Alsace, but a 
close rival is the famed pate 
de foi gras made from the 
livers of the plump geese 
raised in the region.

How can 
they be treated'to stop this? 
—/Norfolk. 


A:. Treat the rust with one 


of; the other rust-treatments 
now widely sold. When you 
get the rust off, coat with 
clear radiator enamel, using a 
special screen applicator. Not 
a brush; it will clog the mesh. 
Or a home-made solution of 50 
per cent clear marine varnish, 
25 per cent linseed oil, 25 per 
cent turpentine. 


Q: Is there any way you can 


clean dirt or rust off roofing 
accumulated 
over the years 


from water running off the TV 
antenna, without removing the 
roofing? — Madison, Wis. 


A: If it's dirt, scrub with 


any strong cleaner and a stiff 
brush. When the weather is 
reasonable, that is. If not 
successful enough, try to get a 
good color match and retouch 
the dirty streak. Remember, 
it will be very difficult to spot 
from the ground. If it's rust, 
treat with jelly. Also treat the 
antenna.

Buckles Add 
Smash to Sash 


If you've grown up in the 


beltless generation, you may 
be feeling the pinch of the 
cinch for the first time. Your 
budget may be pinching too, 
for without a backlog of belts 
left over from past fashion 
eras you're starting a col- 
lection from scratch, and that 
means money. 


But here's a way to outfit 


yourself with a whole bevy of 
belts for what little it costs to 
buy grosgrain ribbon or felt 
and bristly velcro (fte sticky 
tape that holds) for the clos- 
ings. The buckles, which are 
what really give smash to your 
sash, you'll custom-make in the 
kitchen out of a clay concocted 
of baking soda and cornstarch. 


And if you want to 
be 


frightfully "in" you'll make 
up smaller matching sets of 
buckles for your shoes. They'll 
give last year's models '71 
pizazz so you can trip brightly 
through summer with a whole 
new wardrobe of shoes. 


Make in Kitchen 


Here's the procedure, start- 


ing with the clay which you 
make thusly: 


In a saucepan combine 2 


cups baking soda (one 1-pound 
package) and 1 cup corn- 
starch. Add IVt cups cold 
water mixing until smooth. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat, stirring constantly. Cook 
a 
minute longer or until 


mixture looks like moist 
mashed potatoes. Transfer to 
a plate promptly; cover with 
a damp cloth and when cool 
enough to haw e, knead a 
little as you would dough, 
store all but a handful of clay 
with which you're going to 
work in a closed plastic bag. 


To make belt buckles, roll 


out clay on waxed paper to 
% inch thickness. On top of 
clay place pre-cut cardboard 
patterns of squares, rectangles 
or triangles sized to match the 
width of your belt ribbon.
